Tho the large type of glads will probably always be the most popular the miniature and small 
ones are as a class increasing in popularity very fast. They are much more practical for the modern 
small house and much the best for arrangements. They are very beautiful and seemingly are healthier 
as a class than some of the large varieties. They usually bloom from any size so it isn’t necessary to 
have the very largest bulbs. In fact sometimes the large bulbs will produce blooms that are a little 
above the classified size. 

They should be used by florists and are by some of the most progressive. But many florists have 
not become modern enough to use them. I think the florists who have not used them would increase 
their business a great deal by trying them. In one midwestern city, one small grower sells a leading 
florist in the town 100 dozen a week at the same price the florist pays for the larger ones. If you 
haven’t tried these already better start this year.

“There is a fascination about growing glads that becomes a hobby, then a craze. There are five 


stages of interest in growing ‘glads.’ First you just grow them as an amateur, same as you would 
any other flower.

You will look lovingly 
at the last flower in the fall, will handle over your bulbs in the winter time and will hardly be able to 
wait till you can lovingly plant the bulbs in the spring. From then till the first bloom appears is a 
period of happy anticipation. When finally the spikes of blooms begin to appear you are in heaven.” 

In which class are you? I have been in the last class for years. A number have written me that 
they are in a still more advanced stage, the “Damn fool’’ stage. That must be about the height of 
something.

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NEW STRAWBERRY VARIETIES 


From the University of New Hampshire 


STRAFFORD—the King of the late ones. Giant plants; giant berries which hold up in size well 
into the season. Nice color, good flavor—a firm shipper. In 1951 picked the first berry July 4th. 
It yielded 1.38 quarts per mother plant, all runners having been dug. In 1953 we picked 629 quarts 
from 800 mother plants set, with about 34 of the runners dug away. The 1953 dry weather hurt this 
one on yield. This is the only very late variety on which I ever did get a heavy yield. Makes a beautiful 
pack. Will bring top price. Friendly advice—do not pass this one. 

I have fruited Strafford two seasons and consider it a grand late variety.—E. G. 


BLAZE §a large, bright-colored berry, somewhat rounded on end; no green tips, uniform color all 
over. Makes a beautiful pack; firm shipper; medium late to late. In 1951 first berries were picked on 
June 28th. Heavy yielder; 1951 it averaged .46 quarts per mother plant, all runners having been dug 
for propagation. In 1953, after we dug all the runner plants from 800 mother plants, a total of 8350 
or about 101% plants per plant set, we picked 402 quarts, this in a dry year. Red Stele resistant. 

I have fruited Blaze for two seasons and find it a very heavy producer and it bears over a long 
time, way into the season of Strafford, tho Strafford will still produce after Blaze is finished. E. G. 

At the Massachusetts Experiment Station Blaze was the heaviest yielder out of over thirty kinds. 
It produced at the rate of over 14,000 quarts per acre. I never heard of any variety producing so 
heavily. 


Both the above varieties are 15c each with a minimum of 20 plants. 20-49 plants are 15c 
each. 50 plants and up 10c each. 


We have plants in storage so can ship at any time. Can’t usually ship fresh dug plants till 
about April 1st. It is better to plant storage plants at the earliest possible time for your locality than 
fresh dug plants after your season is well advanced. The grower of the above two varieties sends out 
the finest strawberry plants I have ever seen. But if the fresh dug plants are planted after your season 
is well advanced they would have a tough time to live. Order early and plant as soon as you can when 
there is no longer danger of frost.

A PURPLE RASPBERRY THAT IS SWEET. 


SUCCESS—from University of N. H.—Other purple raspberries have been sour or of poor quality or 
unhealthy. Success is a vigorous, productive, midseason, purple berry having unusually sweet highly 
flavored berries with a delightful taste as fresh fruit that somewhat resembles black raspberries. 
Both cooked and canned berries have a rich dark red color and an excellent pleasant flavor. 

It is winter hardy in the northern states and a tremendous yielder. From eleven plants trans- 
planted to the open field in 1954, lightly pruned and trained to trellises, 120 quarts of berries were 
picked last year. 

A good feature of Success is that it is propagated mostly by rooted tips. After a plant is 2 or 
3 years old it may send up a few sucker plants but not many. One trouble with most red raspberries 
is that they send up myriads of suckers that have to be pulled out like weeds, only its more work 
than pulling weeds.

IDENTIFICATION of BLOOMS 


I am willing to try to name blooms for you if 
I can. But don’t send old varieties. Many of 
them I can’t name. 

When sending them always ship dry and I 
need at least 5 or 6 buds on a spike. Open blooms 
are always too far gone to tell what they are. 
Send by air mail if possible. 


SPOTTED BLOOMS 


Some varieties fleck somewhat in bad weather 
but if the blooms are spotted or very badly 
flecked it probably is a virus that is carried by 
insects. Glads can get this virus from peas, beans, 
cucumbers and some other plants. So do not 
plant them near these vegetables. Or if you have 
to be sure to spray or dust with Chlordane or 
Malathion or something that will kill the insects. 


An ANOMALY 


I don't know what this 1s but the following 
seems like one. 

It is a fact that a variety that has a good show 
record sells much better than one that hasn't 
won at the shows. Yet the qualities that enable 
it to win in a show have very little to do with its 
value as a commercial or for the home garden. 
Many varieties that are most delightful for the 
home garden would never win in a show and the 
same applies to commercial cut flower varieties. 

One of the main requirements of a commercial 
is the ability to open well in water when cut in 
tight bud. A good show flower does not need this 
at all unless it is to be held in a cooler for some 
time. 

Color is what attracts a person and is a must 
for the home garden but often in shows color 1s 
not given the value it deserves. Often the best 
commercial cut flowers are not the most beautiful. 

A show winner must have a lot open. But 
many of the best home garden varieties open 
only 5 or 6. And many florists do not want too 
many open. Rightly or wrongly they think they 
do not last so long. 

So don’t pass up varieties just because they 
do not have impressive show records. 


THRIPS 


Every year some customers write in that they 
received defective bulbs, that they did not bloom. 
If the plants grow well but do not bloom, AL- 
WAYS the trouble is thrips unless planted in 
shade where they sometimes come blind. Thrips 
can easily be avoided by either spraying or dust- 
ing according to the instruction sheet which goes 
with every order. When affected the buds dry up 
and do not open well. This used to be quite a 
problem but nowadays with the new insecticides 
there is no need of having thrips. Just spray or 
dust them every week or ten days and they 
should be perfectly clean. DDT is the regular 
dust for thrips but in some places they have 
become immune to DDT and then you should 
use Chlordane. At digging time dust with DDT 
also.

VIRUS DISEASES 


These cause plants to become stunted or the 
flowers to be spotted. Virus is carried from one 
plant to another by various insects. So it is well 
to spray or dust with insecticides that kill other 
insects other than thrips. Something containing 
rotonone or chlordane should keep them clean. 
Malathion is very effective. 

When blooms become spotted in the fall it 1s 
usually botrytis caused by cold rains or fog. To 
avoid this spray with ferbam before it strikes. If 
the glads do get botrytis the bulbs should be dug 
fairly early and dried out as quickly as possible 
using heat tf available, otherwise the disease 
gets down to the bulb and rots 1t. 

Glads should not be grown near cucumbers or 
beans. They might get a virus from those tho 
sometimes it affects the vegetables more than the 
flowers. 


COLOR 


This is an age of color. You see it everywhere. 
There is no flower grown that can compare with 
glads in the great range of color. Practically 
every shade known is found in gladiolus except 
real blues. The blues are really mostly light or 
dark violet. So if you want color in your garden 
glads. are the answer. There are shades to please 
everyone. 


GROWING FOR SHOWS 


Usually large bulbs are used to grow for 
shows. In some cases, especially King Size, you 
need a jumbo to get the ultimate in size. But if 
you have good growing conditions medium size 
bulbs will give you very fine blooms. 

Plant on good well drained soil, fertilize 
moderately or use well rotted manure or several 
light applications of fertilizer, give them plenty 
of water at all times, especially when they are 
coming into bloom. 

Remember that in showing blooms at a show 
they must not have any blemishes on the blooms. 
You have to get them there in perfect condition 
with no blooms that are going by. If some of the 
blooms are not perfectly well placed you can push 
them around starting when the buds are large so 
they will all have good placement. 


SYMPOSIUMS 


Do not pay too much attention to symposiums 


you see in the magazines and Glad Society bulle- 
tins. They do help you to learn the best of the 
varieties 3 or 4 years old or older but the newest 
and supposedly best varieties do not stand a 
chance as the growers who vote in the symposium 
usually have not grown them and often have not 
seen them. Hence they get few votes. 

You may rely safely on the winners but 
remember that many of those that get few votes 
are often among the very best and will be leaders 
as soon as they get distributed. 


FOR A LONG BLOOMING SEASON 


If you have glads you will want them over as 
long a season as possible. So plant early ones as 
early as possible and a succession every 10 days 
or so till about 70-80 days from your first killing 
frost. My long season specials are fine. Also the 
unlabeled collections will bloom over a long 
period. 


BLOOMING DATES 


Definite blooming dates are misleading as 
they vary in different parts of the country and 
the same variety often blooms over a period of 
a month or more. So all we can say is they are 
early, midseason or late. 


FERTILIZER 


About the first question a beginner asks 1s 
“what fertilizer do you use?” Really if your soul 
is reasonably good you don’t need much fertilizer 
—go easy especially on nitrogen. Water 1s more 
important than fertilizer. 


BULBLETS 


Bulblets are a good means of getting started 
in high priced varieties but remember they do 
not germinate 100% under the best conditions 
and so many things can happen and growing 
conditions vary so much that no one can guar- 
antee all bulblets to grow. If I were buying high 
priced bulblets I would peel them or at least 
crack the shells. Putting them in the sun for 
several hours also helps. Most varieties do 
germinate easily but sometimes bulblets are 
erractic in their behavior, germinating well under 
certain conditions but not under others. If you 
get bad or defective bulblets I will be glad to 
replace them but we cannot guarantee sound 
bulblets to grow 100%.

Gladiolus 1s the most popular flower in 
America having recently passed the rose. Are you 
growing this most satisfactory flower?

But, we do not guarantee bulblets to grow as 
so many things beyond our control can happen. 

And, we can’t guarantee the crop you harvest. 
Too much depends on weather and other con- 
ditions that we can’t control. However, if any- 
thing goes wrong just write us and we will do 
out utmost to help you. 

If you plant in wet soil you may get wonderful 
blooms but will probably harvest poor bulbs. 
Glads must have good drainage. Some kinds are 
especially allergic to the least excess water. 


If you give them poor growing conditions don’t 
blame the bulbs. 


BLOOMS OPEN 


The number open at one time varies greatly 
under different conditions and different years. 
I don’t know why. So, if a variety that should 
open 8-10 opens only 5-6 don’t condemn it on 
jirst trial. 


CHANGING COLOR 


Let’s settle this once and for all that glads do 
not change color except for the occasional sport 
that comes once in many thousands of bulbs 
planted. When you plant a certain variety that is 
the variety that will bloom unless it was labeled 
wrong. Some varieties die out while others 
propagate fast and so make the grower think they 
have changed. Some times a variety that has 
sported to another shade will revert to the 
original color. This is especially the case of pinks 
that sported white like Leading Lady.

TITY LIST we put in 5% extra 
count. On retail items tell us if you 
prefer extra count or other extras. 
We put in some extras on all orders 
of $3 or more except on collections. 
These are big value as is. No dis- 
count on collections. 

On retail orders for bulbs or bulb- 
lets, except collections, if fully paid 
with order, you get extras as fol- 
lows: Order $6.01 to $10 and you get
